The 
expression "in need thereof has been introduced for greater clarity. Claims 26-28 are 
amended to remove dependency from canceled and withdrawn claims. The amendments do 
not introduce new matter, and no claim fees are due as a result of the amendments. 

Fees, The present amendments were originally filed on November 9, 2006, along with 
an election in response to a restriction requirement. Because the withdrawn claims were not 
present in the list of claims, a Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment was mailed on January 
29, 2007, setting a one-month deadline for tiling a corrected amendment. 

Because the election of an invention results in the withdrawal by the Examiner of 
those claims directed to non-elected inventions, the cancellation or amendment of claims is 
not required wib aa tn tking an election. Thus, although a due date had been set for responding 
to the restriction requirement, and the statutory 6-month deadline applied. Applicant had no

voluntary, and could have been filed at any time, independently of the response to the 
restriction requirement. 

Applicant respc c ts that, if there Is no duty to file an amendment in the first 

place, there can be no duty to respond to an ce th th< nendmei s non-comp n 
Failure to respond to & Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment within the one-month period, in 
these circumstances, should merely result in non-entry of the amendment, as would be the 
ease with a non-compliant preliminary or supplemental amendment. Accordingly, Applicant 
believes that no fees are due with the present amendment, as there is no due date requiring an 
extension of time.
